Tulips are easy to grow—even for an amateur. The most 1m- 
portant factors for success are good drainage, full sun and thorough 
soil preparation to 12 inches. Bulbs should be set about 5 to 6 inches 
deep on a 44-inch layer of sand. Feeding with bonemeal in the fall 
and with a general fertilizer in the spring will be beneficial. A light 
mulch of salt hay or similar material should be applied in winter where
